Friday—or Saturday at the latest— 
the official Italian news agency re- 
ported today, asserting that French 
plenipotentiaries have started back 
to Bordeaux with the terms dictatei 
by Hitler and Mussolini. 


The place of meeting between the 


French envoys, who arrived in a 
snow-white plane "somewhere" in 
German-occupied northern France, 
was not given. 


Berlin, blaming "the difficulties of 


news" transmission via Spain, said a 
French government communication 
naming France's four peace pleni- 
potentiaries did not reach the Ger- 
man government until 1 a. m. today 
(6 p. m., E.S.T., Wednesday). 


"It could be transmitted to the 


fuehrer only at 4 a. m.," the broad- 
cast said. 


"The high command

mediately and made 
preparations 


for receiving the French armistice 
delegation."

Petain Says French Lost 
Because They Had "Fewer 
Friends" Than in 1914-18 


Bordeaux, France, June 20 (AP)— 


Old Marshal Henri Philippe Petain 
France's premier of defeat, sadly 
told his people today they 
had 


lost the fight to Germany because 
they had "fewer friends" thnn in 
1914-18—"fewer 
young men, less 


arms, too few allies." 


But he promised, in a 


broadcast: "We will learn our lesson 
from the lost battle." He blamed 
defeat on the lush years since the 
World war victory when "our sense 
of enjoyment predominated over our 
sense of sacrifice." 


Petain 
disclosed that at the 


beginning of the "Battle of France' 
the nation had but 2,780,000 troops, 


500,000 less than after three 


years of bloody fighting in the 
World war. 


In contrast with 85 British divisions 


.n May 1918, he added, there were 
but ten in May of 1940. 


Then he compared the 58 Italian 


World war divisions on the side of 
'ranee and the 42 from the United 
States with the present: Italy an 
enemy, America a neutral. 


French planes In the battle of 


France were outnumbered by the 
enemy one to six, he declared. 


The hero of Verdun concluded: "I 


vas with you In your days of glory 
nd 1-wlll remain with you in your 
lays of sadness." 


He explained why he had asked 
or peace. 
"1 took his decision," the old niar- 


hal of the World war declared In a 
adlo broadcast to the nation, "be- 
ause the military situation failed 
to Justify) our hopes based on the 
ine of the Somme and the Alsnc." 
"General (Maximo) Weygand re- 
rouped 
our 
armies.

name I enough effort, 


lone was presage of victory. 
I distress." 


"However, the line gave way and 


enemy pressure forced our troops to 
retreat. 


"On June 13 I asked for an ar- 


mistice." 


Contrasting the last war with this

Prance had 500,000 less troops than 
the 3,280,onn she hn-1 nfter tlv-nc 
years of bloody fighting in 
the 


World war. 


"In May, 1918," he went on, "we 


had 85 British divisions; In May, 
1940, we had ten. 


"In 1918 we had 58 Italian divi- 


sions and 42 American divisions 
with us." 


Here the old marshal paused, and 


then pointed out that Italy was 
fighting on the side of Germany 
and that America was neutral. 


"The inferiority of our material,' 


ho said, "was even greater than that 
of our manpower. French aviation 
has been fighting its battle one 
against six. 


Every people, he added sadly, 


must know days of-success and days 
of defeat. Then he Went on: 


"Todav France Is a witness to sad 


days. I was with you in your days 
of glory. I am and will remain with 
you in your days of sadness." 


The French, ho said, "do not deny 


defeat when It stares them in the 
'ace. All peoples have known suc- 
cesses and reverses. It Is by their 
•cactlon that they show themselves 
weak or great. Wo will learn our 
csson from the lost battle.

"YOUR MARRIAGE: A GUIDE TO HAPPINESS," by 


Noinian E. Himcs (Farrar & Kineliart: $3.75). 


••HERE are very few books on the subject as com- 


prehensive and well organized as Norman E. 


Hlrncs' "Your Marriage: A Guide to Happiness." 
It 


is the sort of book that many married couples of long 
standing might wish they had read years before, and 
Certainly might have 'benefited 'from 'if" they had 
done so. 


This is'because the book is not-"another sex book" 


at all,'but a reasoned and balanced presentation of 
all tile factors that enter the marriage .relationship, 
from the parlous'condition of KTe young' man 
and 


young .women who think they want "a home" down 
to the last short years of life. Dr. Himes is a sociolo- 
ist and an economist, now at Colgate, where his 


course on preparation for marriage is an ' elective 
choice of more than half the university's students. 
What is more important to the public, he writes as 
a man of wide experience in dealing directly'with the 
problem of marriage and without any taboos what- 
ever. Some scientists, some religionists and (for that 
matter) some business men may object to a few ,pf 
his statements. He is, for example, forthright on the 
question' of insurance! But Dr. Klines' sincerity and 
method arc not. this writer believes, open to attack. 
. He begins, of course, with the sex problems of 
modern youth. His discussion of pre-marital. "re- 
lations" i.-, brilliant, and ends with him inclining to- 
ward the religionists, though not dogmatically so. 
He behoves the real evil to lie late marriages, and 
the solution to be social and economic adjustment 
permit tine earlier marriage.

"Fruit prospects continue, good. 


Peaches In inony, commercial or- 
chards will require thinning. Pick- 
ing of sweet; cherries has begun in 
southern Pennsylvania. The drop of 
plumbs ,is heavy. Grapes are blos- 
spming.' 


"Winter wheat is-heading and in 


excellent1 condition, except for loss 
from lodging," the report said. "Rye 
prospects continue good. The bar- 
ley harvest begins this week—the 
crop looks good, but examination 
reveals many poorly filled heads. 


Corn Promising 


»"Corn is mostly planted, except 


ensilage in the northern countries, 
growing rapidly, generally a good 
stand, and very promising, even the 
late planted. There is still some oats 
to sow—condition of that iip is very 
good. Weather is reported ideal for 
potatoes. The late crop of cobblers 
is now being planted for seed. 


"Transplanted tobacco is fair to 


good, but shortage of plants is a real 
problem for many growers. 
Where 


there is a stand,.the hay harvest will 
be heavy. 
Cutting of a very good 


crop of alfalfa is now in progress in 
the southern half of the state. This 
year's spring seedings are coming on 
nicely, and soybeans are now being 
planted in the central and south- 
eastern countries. Pastures continue 
excellent.

It 
is the sort oi book that m any m arried couples of long 
standing might wish they had lead years before, and 
certainly might have benefited from if they had 
done so. 
This is because the book is not “another sex book’ 
at ah, but a reasoned and balanced presentation of 
all the factors that enter the marriage relationship. 
I rom the parlous condition of 
young m an and 
young women who think they want

to the last short years of lite. Dr. Himes is a sociolo­ 
gist and an economist, now at Colgate, where his 
course on preparation for m arriage Is an elective 
choice oi more than half the university's students.

priated, Mexico turned to selling oil 
on a barter basis to Germany. The 
outbreak of the European war and 
the Institution of the British block- 
ade closed this market. 


Mexico has refused to arbitrate 


the claims of American oil com- 
panies, as Secretary Hull suggested, 
but in May she reached a settlement 
with one of the concerns—the Sin- 
clair Oil company—ond i.s now sell- 
ing oil to it.
